However, one of ycur veto's this year took me by 
surprise. You vetoed approximately SIM to work on the roads in the Nancy Lake area

Standards. Every supervisory entity including the MatSu area road boards, the Borough 
itself, and the State had placed a high emphasis on the necessity for this project.

Not that things are perfect, but if someone had described where we would be today to me

Which brings me around to the impetus for this email. I'm going to ask you not to veto,

The monies for Goldenview Middle School are for building infrastructure in order to make 
use of technology. PTSA has raised funds, we've taken donations of good, used computers, 
teachers have written grants, ASD Departments have contributed, such that every teacher 
now has an LCD projector in their classroom. It is a powerful teaching tool that has 
benefits to all levels of students, especially those with vision, hearing, or attention 
issues. 



We are using the tools, and teachers are making the transition to being multi-media 
presenters, but 



Our equipment is out on tables, cords run across the floor, equipment has to be pulled out 
of place and replaced when other classroom activities take place. This all serves to make 
the setup less reliable, and with your education connections, I suspect you know what 
happens when class plans might or might not work. 



They money we're seeking would 1) celling mount projectors so they are out of harms way, 
and don't intrude on other uses of the classroom, and 2) do a professional installation of 
all wiring so that it is not a trip hazard, is more reliable, and is not routinely pulled 
apart and reassembled, and 3) complete the setups so that every teaching station has a 
SmartBoard, a computer, and a sound system to go along with the projector. Along with the 
purchase of some of the equipment, this involves electrical permitting and installation of 
brackets above the classroom ceiling. 
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These are things that are very hard to fundraise for, and I think also something that-is 
not the responsibility of parents. While Goldenview (at 12 years old) still feels new, 
provision was not made for this during construction, and given the large number of older 
schools in Anchorage, it will be a long time before we come to the top of the priority 
list for a remodel. The amount needed to do this work is such that ASD would normally 
bond for it. 



For two years, Mr. Lynn has made us a priority. I understand the desire to reduce these 

grants, but I will emphasize this is not icing. Cake, maybe- It is not aesthetics, 

but tools that go to the heart of preparing our students for the coming century. The 
school, parents, teachers and the District have all done significant work, but we need 
these grants to finish it out. 



Please choose not to veto our funds again.

I am e-raailing (and also separately writing) to ask you to please join the 



amicus brief Washington (Jay D. Geek, Deputy Solicitor General (360) 586-2697, 
jayg@atg.wa.gov) is writing on behalf of Hawaii, asking the Supreme Court to grant 
certiorari in the case of Hawaii v. Office of Hawaiian Affairs (Hawaii's petition was 
authored by former Solicitor General Seth Waxman) . The deadline for signing on is Friday, 
May 30, 2008, and the amicus brief will be filed Monday, June 2, 2008. I believe all 
states have a significant interest in the issues raised by this case. 



As with every state admitted to the Union after the original thirteen 



colonies, the United States granted Hawaii lands at statehood. These lands amount to 
about one-third of the entire land area of Hawaii and almost all land now owned by Hawaii. 
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In 1993, Congress passed a symbolic resolution apologizing for the United States's role in 
the overthrow of the Hawaiian monarchy. Congress has, more than once, considered or 
adopted words of apology for historic wrongs visited upon the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America, and there are more such resolutions pending and possible in the future — 
resolutions that could affect many states. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court held that this symbolic resolution was direct action 
by the Congress stripping Hawaii of its sovereign authority to sell or transfer the lands 
Hawaii received at statehood from the United States, unless and until Hawaii reaches a 
political settlement with native Hawaiians about the status of that land and aboriginal 
claims regarding that land. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court ruling wrongly turned an apology from Congress into 
a federal law that has impaired state sovereignty, state law ownership, and the prudent 
management of state lands. The Supreme Court of Hawaii's interpretation of the Apology 
Act should be reviewed by the Supreme Court because, under core values of federalism, the 
Hawaii court's interpretation is inconsistent with limits on Congressional powers to alter 
a sovereign state's title to lands granted at statehood. 



The United States Supreme court's correction of this erroneous decision will 
inure to the benefit of all states, as clearly the powers attributed by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court to the Congress are powers that the Congress does not possess. 

An amicus memorandum has been distributed by NAAG, and a draft amicus brief 
will shortly be circulated by Washington. Please feel free to call me directly on this

This matter is extremely important to Hawaii, and 1 would very much 
appreciate it if you are able to join Washington's amicus brief.
